The Monument of this Sir John Beauchamp hath formerly been mi- 
ftaken, and by the credulity of the Vulgar believed to be the Tomb 
of Duke Humphrey that good Duke of G/-cefter, in adoration of which 
Duke,the Vulgar in old times uſed.on St. 4zdrews day before Chriſt. 
245 to flock, andpreſent themſelves proftrately before this Monument, 
and have a feaſt prepared for that purpole, in which they ſtyled them- 
ſelves ſeveral Officers appertaining to the ſaid Duke. 

Moreover on May-4ay a certain rabble of Tankard-bearers, and mean: 
Mechanicks uſing to come early in the Morning ſtrewed Flowers.. 
and ſpringled Water on the ſaid Monument, terming themſelves the 
ſervants to the ſaid!

Porphiry ſtone, and with curious Chequer-work, beautified, and 
embelliſht the pavement where theCommunton Table now ſtands ſet- 
led.

and had afterwards many other Honors, and Offices conter'd upon 
him equivalent to the merits of ſo great a Soldier, and faithful a Sub- 
jet. ln the 35h of Edwzrd the Firſt, being with him at Burgh on 
the Sands in the County of Cumberland (where the King lay ſick on 
his Death-bed) the ſaid King had ſecret conference with him, and *

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He was a charitable BenefaQor to Religious houſes 3 and was the 
firſt Builder of the Town, and Caſtle of Dexbigh. He had only one 
Son, who being drowned in a deep Well within an high Tower, cal- 
led the: Red-Tewer in Dezbizh Caſtle, it ſo paſſionately aMicted this 
good Earl, that he never finiſht it. 'His only Daughter the Lady 
Alice , was Married firſt to Thimas Earl of Lancaſter, Son and Heir to 
Edmond Earl of Lancaſter, Brother to King Edward the Firſt, She was 
next Married to Richard de St. Martin,  whoin her ſaid Husbands life 
time, claimed her in Marriage by force of Arms for his Wife, and 
upon proof of a Pre-contract was carried away with him, her Hus- 
band Thomas Earl of Lancaſter then nor ever after being able to reco- 


ver her. 


' This Lady Alice upon her Mothers Marriage with Nicholas de Aus 
ley, (a great Baron in the County of- Stafford) had the Honour of Pox- 
tefraft, and was (beſides her Countſhip of Zazcaſter) Counteſs of 
Lincoln, and Salisbury ; And'laſtly Marrying with Enbulo le /{ranze a 
great man in thoſe times, he the ſaid Eubulo had a juſt title to the Earl-

Amongſt which good gifts given to this Church, one was, in con- 
ſtituting a chaunter to read Divinity Lectures therein, and for an 
Augmentation of his own ailowancc, and encouragement of his Suc- 
ceſiors in that Honour of Chancellor-ſhip. He gave, and appropri- 
ated thereto the Church of Yelxg in Eſſex, except 401, per Annum 
payable for the maintenance of a Vicar in that Church. This Richard 
de Graveſend was Arch-deacon firſt of Northampton, and was Conſe- 
crated Biſhop of London 1282, and was the firſt Founder of a Co- 
vent of Carmelites, at Maldon in Eſſex, and dying at Fatham 1303» 
was here buried as abovelaid. 


To him ſucceeded his Nephew Stephen de Graveſend Bilhop of Lox- 
don, who appointed 200 Marks to be diſpoſed of to his poorer Tenants, 
and was Conſecrated Biſhop of London 1318. January the 14th, and 
fate about twenty years, 


Allo I read of one Beneaif de Graveſend Biſhop of Lincoln 1258: 
which muſt be in the Reign of Henry the third, 
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Here was alſo the memorial of that worthy Prelate Ralph de Strat- 
ford, Born at Stratford upon Avon, where he built a Chappel to the 
Honour of Sir Thomas. He was firſt Canon of St. Pauls, and after on 
the 12th of May 1339. He was at Canterbury 'Conſecrated Biſhop of 
Loxdon, Daring his fitting in that See, there hapned ſo grievous a Pe- 
{tilence in Lozdoy, that bardly the tenth perſon in ſome places did eſ- 
cape, Then indeed every Church: yard (faith mine Author) was a 
Polyandrum, o that the'dead ſeem to juſtle one another for room 
therein, yea the dead might be jaid to kill the Living, fo ſhallow were 
their Corps interred, 


Whereupon this good Biſhop in pure charity, bought a piece of 
ground near Smithfield called No mans Land, which atterwards prov- 
ed every mans ' Land, who were there Buried, it being Conſlecrated 
for the general Sepulture of the then deceaſed. This Biſhop having 
continued about 14 years 18 his See, dyed at Srebenheath (commonly 
called Stepney) 1355+ 


' This Ralph was-a neer kinſman to Fohn Stratford, Son of Robert and 
Iſabel Stratford, who being preterr'd Biſhop of winchefter by the Pope, 
without the Kings conſent v:z. King Edward the Second, he fell into 
his disfavour. But being loliciroully ſtudious to regain the Kings 
good will, by the mediation of Arch-Biſhop Mepharr, he was recon- 
ciled thereto, and: proved a conſtant good Subject to the ſaid King 
Eaward the Second, and forſook him not in his greateſt extremity,

the mul of a very great ſumm of Money. He was one of the long- 
lin'd Anceſtors to that exceeding Antient Family,of the Heveninghams 
in Norfolk; of which numerous Name and Noble Family, have been 
22,0r more Knights, ſucceſiively deſcended without interruption.
